GROWING ,GRASS 
. TO COW'S TASTE 


Whether grazed or cured as hay, 
grasses are more palatable and nutri- 
tious when their fibre content is low. 
This means management of the graz- 
ing and cutting of the hay crop be- 
fore it becomes. too mature and fib- 
rous. If under-stocked pastures get 
out of control and grasses become 
so tal] and woody that stock avoid 
them, the mower should be run over 
the field. Young, succulent shoots 
will then spring from the roots. Dur- 
ing the flush of grass in June it is 
often desirable to reserve a portion 
of the pasture land for hay, take an 
early crop and graze the aftermath, 

The composition and palatibility of 
grasses was the subject of an inter- 
esting study begun at the Massachu- 
setts agricultural experiment station 
in 1931, The grasses selected for the 
test were Kentucky bluegrass, . or- 
chard grass, redtop, timothy, Rhode 
Island bent, sheep fescue, and sweet 
vernal grass, There were also two 
legumes: white Dutch clover and 
Ladino clover, Two areas were used 
in the trials, one for determining com 
position of the grasses, the other for 
the palatability tests, A high state of 
fertility was maintained by the appli- 
cation of a suitable fertilizer in the 
spring of 1934, 1935 and 1936, 


Samples of the herbage were ana- 
lyzed monthly during the season, and | 
assays of the vitamin A (carotene) | 
content were made on all the grasses. 
Very slight variations in the nitrogen 
or protein content of grasses were 
found. The clovers were naturally 
higher in this constituent. Orchard 
grass was highest in phosphorous, 
possibly because this grass may be 
able to utilize large quantities of the 
element when it is abundantly avail- 
able in the soil. The clovers, being 
higher in moisture content, were the 
most succulent. Next in order stood 
sweet vernal grass and timothy, 

The manner of conducting the pal- 
atability tests was to “clock” the 
time the cows spent in grazing on 
each individual plot in the series .In 
this respect timothy was given defi- 
nite preference, while Kentucky blue 
grass proved inferior to all except 


sheep fescue which was almost en- | 


tirely neglected, In general the cows 
preferred grasses low in fibre but 
high in carotene and moisture, It is 
significant that timothy possesses

Boots, Boots, boots! 300 pairs of 
them a day roll down the “track oe 
track” assembly repair-line of the 
Royal Canadian Ordnance Corps 
workshop at Kingston, Ont, Cobblers 
of Kipling’s time would have been 
stunned at modern-day mass-produc- 
tion repair of Army boots, but it is. 
part of the Army's program of look- 
ing after the feet of the soldiers: 

Devised only a few wecks ago, un- 
der supérvision of Lieut. H, H, Hatch 
of Montreal, Staff Sergeant Albert 
Scott, of Winnipeg, supervisor of the 
shoe repair workshop, and Sgt. D, A. 
Williams, Brampton, Ont,, bootshop 
foreman, the “rack and track” meth- 
od has increased repair production 
from a daily output of 135 boots each 
day to more than 800, 

Boots are placed on a small wheel- 
ed wooden rack, complete with all 
materials needed for repairs. Launch 
ed on their journey along the ramp, 


the boots first receive attention of * 


the “stripper”, who rips off worn 
leather; a sole-builder next tacks on 
soles, ahd a heel-builder affixes heels, 
Following a sole-softening dip in the 
mulling tank, soles are “stitched, 
skivered and bevélled by three differ- 
ent machines, before being trimmed, 
sanded, polished and fitted with toe 
plates, Final operation, ‘as in other as 
sembly-lines, is inspection, and if 
boots don’t pleage the critical inspect 
or’s eye, back they go. Finished and 
inspected, the boots are shipped back 
to their original wearers,
